THREAD MANUFACTURE. 

One of the last trials in Scotland for witch- 
craft, occurred in the parish of Erskine, in 
(Renfrewshire. The person su to have 
been bewitched, or tormented, -by the miser- 
able wretches believed to be in compact with 
the devil, was a Miss Christian Shaw, daugh- 


and ahs enstanplions laede ae.

spinning fine yarn, she conceived the idea of 
manufacturing it into thread. Her first at- 
tempts in this way were necessarily on a small 
scale. She executed almost every part of 
the process with her own hands, and bleach- 
ed her materials on a large slate placed in 
one of the windows of the house. She suc- 
ceeded, however, so well in these trials, as 
to have sufficient e t to go on, 
and to take the assistance of her younger 
sisters and neighbors. The then Lady Blan- 
tyre carried a ped of her thread to Bath, 
and disposed of it advant sly to some 
manufacturers of lace; and this was proba- 
bly the first thread made in Scotland that had 
the Tweed. About this time a per- 
son who was connected with the family hap- 
pening to be in Holland, found means to learn 
the secrets of the thread manufacture, which 
wrote mapce nor! gy: dag pune tae 
country; particul: art sort an 
umbering the threads of different sizes, and 
packing them up for sale; and the construc- 
tion and management of the twisting and 
twining machines. This knowledge he com- 
municated on his return to his friends in Bar- 
3 and by means of it they were ena- 
Bled to conduct their manufacture with more 
regularity, and to a greater extent. The 
young women in the neighborhood were taught 
to spin fine yarn; twining mills were erected ; 
and correspondences were established ; and a 
profitable business was carried on. Bargar- 
ren thread became extensively known ; and 
being ascertained by a stamp, bore a 
price. From the instructions of the family 
of Bargarren, a few families in the neighbor- 
hood engaged in the same business, and con- 
tinued in it for a number of years. It was 
not to be expected, however, that a manufac- 
ture of that kind could be confined to so small 
a district, or would it be allowed to remain in 
so few hands for a great length of time.— 
The secrets of the business were gradually 
divulged by apprentices and assistants. A 
Mr. Pollock, in Paisley, established a manu- 
facture of the same sort, which was speedily

Another sheme which has been twice at- 
tempted is, to preserve to a part of the towns 
the right of separate representation, and to 
unite two small towns, or to allow the small 
towns to be separately represented in alternate 
years. This plan has been found liable to se- 
rious objections, and has been rejected, we 
hope never to be revived. There are two 
decisive objections to it: one, that it would 
afford a representation not based on a princi- 
ple of equality; and the other, that it would 
afford a very inadequate remedy to the evil 
of a too numerous reprcventation. 

The only effectual method of remedying 
the evil, is to adopt a system of representation 
by districts. There has been apparently a 
great repugnance to the adoption of this mode 
of representation. Yet there does not ap 
to be any reasonable objection toit. If there 
weré objections to it, of ever so great weight, 
it is very clear that it must be resorted to. 
There is no other way in which the people of 
the State can be fairly represented. The on- 
ly manner in which it has been practicable to 
transact business, for some years past, has been 
by having a great part of the State entirely un- 
represented, and other parts represented in very 
unequal proportions. Would it be proper to 


willing to waive their right of being represen- 
ted, and to leave the management of the. public 
affairs to the other half? We think not. 
But the people of the State are not willing so 
to abandon their rights, and the consequence 
is that more representatives are chosen than 
can properly act together, . in a deliberative 
assembly. The difficulty of so acting togeth- 
er will increase with every of population, and 
if the period has not already arrived when the 
adoption of a system of representation by dis- 


tricts is indi le, it will very soon arrive 
We shall call the attention of our readers a-
